Been an Embezzler. 


CODMAM

This clears up what little tog there was 


left enveloping' her career after tiro news- 
papers had shown that her death wa3 
a suicide and had told the story of her 
life of extravagance and falsehood. 


Messrs. Codman & Codman authorize 


the lolloivlnfTstatement: 


"Examination of Messrs. Codman & 


Codman's books has been completed, 
and a shortage has been found which 
convinces the firm that the books had 
been tampered with by their late book- 
keeper, Miss Alice M. Barrett. 
It is 


believed that the shortage will not ex- 
ceed $i500 or $3000." 


Miss Barret* is the young woman who 


was found dead in the office of the firm 
two weeks ag-o, having committed sui- 
cicte by shooting alter she had attempted 
to burn some of her employer's books. 


The examination of the books shows 


that the money i^as 
taken In small 


amounts and carefully covered on tha 
books. 
She mig'ht have gone on in 


this way for nn Indefinite length o£ lima 
but for a chance remark of JJr. Briggs, 
one of the clerks in the office. 


The outside business of the house was 


conducted by Walter M. Briggs, one a". 
the clerks, and the Inside work was per- 
formed by Gerald G. A. Street, another 
ckrk. 
Mfcs Barrett was supposed tt, 


be a.n assistant to Mr. Street. 
She was 


bookkeeper, cashier and stenographer. 
As a matter of fact, however, she ac- 
knowledged the authoiity of no one but 
llr. \V. C. Codman. 


There was no one there to audit he- 


books. 
Her monthly statements wei e 


accepted as final. 


A few days i/efore her death Mr. Brigprs 


remarked that there was a possibility of 
a change in the concern. 
He said tha: 


Mr. Codman \\ as an old man, who would 
in all likelihood soon retire from buslnesf, 
and that Mr. John Codman, 2nd, would 
never be ablu to again take an active 
part in the affairs of the concern. 


He asserted that a change was coming, 


or had reason to bfllove so1.

municated his suspicions to Miss Barrett. 
It was not good news. 
She knew that 


the books woiikl show that she had taken 
different amounts of money. 
She did 


not have of her own money the means 
to make good the defalcation and she 
knew of no one from whom she could ob- 
tain it. 


The only thing left for her to do was to 


destroy the books.

| Most Successful Celebration

Newport, Tt. I., Aug. 5.—If Venice in 


all the splendor of a, gorgeous -water 
carnival ev€tr afforded a more brilliant 
ppectacle than the illumination M 1th 
which Newport crowned here fete la;.st 
night it Is difficult to Imagine it. It was 
a fitting finish to the day's cele oration, 
and one that the city's guests will not 
BOOH forget. It Is estimated that fully 
20,000 visitors enjoyed it. During the 
day time the streets were crowded, hut 
at night they were jammed.

very comfortably filled with yachts oil

day, 
uut the arrival of the great fleet «£ 


the New York club brought tliie climax, 
iincl last evening the seemingly countless 
number., o£ tall masts formed a pictur- 
esque and In \\liderlng maze, through 
v, hieh scorestf small boais and launches 
found pa:nag? very difficult. 


Darkness had hirdly settled down be- 


fore the blue Mg'ht was kindled. Ashore 
colored lanteins and lights appeared "<»"n 
the houses ami in the street, now choked 
with curious, surging throngs, electrical 
designs, original and brilliant, glared 
forth. Words of welcome to the yachts- 
men, 
the navy and visitors j^t-nt'ially 


appea-ted in letters of fire everywhere, 
and Thames strett, from end to end, was 
illuminated v, ith thousands of lamps 
that produced an 
effulgence 
almost 


livalling the nuonday sun. But elabor- 
ate and surprising as -wsre the land 
scenes they were outdone on the water. 
The graceful lines of many yachts were 
shown by sooroe of electric lamps, lan- 
terns, depended from the rigging, and 
colored lires burned all about. The gov- 
ernment warships made a magnificent 
display. Lights beamed, cut all over 
the powerful vessels, and their search- 
l.'ghts swept the sky and glared mto 
every nook and corner of the city and 
harbor. 


The cruisers New York and Brooklyn 


and the battleship Maine made an es- 
pecially good showing, and the Massa-

Dolphin, too, was attractively embel- 
lished with electric lights. The Fall

The Haverhill Mining Co., Arthur Sey- 


mour, president, passed through this city 
Wednesday evening in a special parlor 
car on the 8 o'clock train, west, on their 
way to the Elondyke gold fields. Mr. 
Seymour is well known in this city where 
he made a stay with his father the noted 
mind reader. 
He is the organizer of the 


mining company and talks very enthu- 
siastically of the prospects. 


It will take ths company about two 


months to reach Klondyke by which time 
the 
gold 
diggers and diggings will 


be stiff in the grasp of winter. 
They 


will have to lie idle until next season. In 
the interim a chance for observation is 
given and the men will get accustomed to 
the locality and perhaps to hardships. 
The Haverhill company Is thoroughly 
equipped lor the tramp, camp and dig- 
ging. 
They have all the necessaries with 


them and to be sure of proper inspiration 
a telegram sent ahead to this city en- 
sured the delivery on board tjhe train of 
two cases of North Adams lager. A man 
who has bad experience in mining says 
the crowd is the softest gang of tender- 
foots he ever saw head for a hazardous 
camp. 


The train was a little late and stopped 


only as short a time as possible, still a 
number got into the miner's car to inspec* 
their mode of travelling. 
A contrast was 


drawn between the luxurious coach and 
the iTIondyke conveniences. 


Several men connected with the Stanley 


Manufacturing company of Pittsfield have 
the Klondyke fever. They have kept it 
very quiet. It is learned, however, on 
very good authority that four of these 
men have decided to start for the gold 
region. They are men who have a good 
deal of scientific knowledge, and two of 
4<hem know considerable about mineralogy 
as well as electricity, of great value in 
prospecting for gold. 


North Adams men are free from the 


fever. A good deal was heard Wednes- 
day night when real live Klondykers 
swept into the local orbit. There is a be- 
lief prevalent locally that it is too late in 
the season to go out and possibly this is 
keeping the fever down. 


It has been decided that the gold fields 


are in British territory, east of the 141st 
meridian. It is reported that British offi- 
cers are guarding the boundary and will 
allow no one to pass who has not one 
year's provisiona. This is to avoid untold 
suffering which would follow an indis- 
criminate rush. Steamer after steamer 
is leaving Alaska carrying hundreds of 
fortune seekers and incredible prices are 
being paid for transportation in Alaskan 
territory.
